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Virginia; although, the minimal evidence available, suggests that Malone personally selected the 
sites. Malone mandated that all blacks in the Third Corps Area were to be housed in segregated 
camps. 21 

The need for black camp sites became an immediate problem, as many communities did 
not want a large group of black men stationed in their community. Whenever possible, Negro 
camps were established on federal lands, in order to combat local backlash-an acute problem 
for state park camps. For this reason, the Colonial National Monument proved to be a perfect 
camp site. The men could be housed on federal property, assuring the locals that the black men 
would be supervised by federal employees, park lands would provide an artificial boundary zone 
between the men and the overwhelmingly white population of neighboring towns.“ 

Word of the proposed camps first reached park offices in March, causing the staff to 
hurriedly prepare for them.. The superintendent of the park, Floyd Flickinger, set work priorities 
for the program, recommending work “in the woods, on the Parkway, and on the battlefield.” 21 
Camp NM-1, Colored Company 323, was established May 15, 1933, and the second camp.

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Yorktown Company 352, composed solely of black Virginia recruits, entered the 
conditioning camp at Fort Monroe in Hampton, Virginia on April 9,1933. The camp was 
integrated, but the men were housed in separate quarters, and they were greatly outnumbered by 
white recruits heading primarily for work in Shenandoah National Park. Yorktown Company 
352, composed of Virginia and Maryland recruits, attended camp at Fort Washington in 
Maryland, another integrated camp. Camp NM-3 and NM-4, meanwhile, attended the 
conditioning camp at Fort Dix in New Jersey, a segregated camp in the Fourth Corps Area. 41 
NAACP officials complained “whites are being sent to Fort Slocum,” while, “Negroes were 
being sent to Camp Dix.” The Army never gave an explanation for segregating conditioning 
camps in the Fourth Corps Area, but the NAACP believed, “the separation is due to the fact that 
the War department has charge of the enlistment and the War Department policy is segregation 
top to bottom in everything it handles.” 42 

After leaving the conditioning camp, enrollees departed for their work camps. When the 
first enrollees arrived in Yorktown, the men quickly erected tents that would serve as their 
homes until winter. 43 The Army normally appointed four men to each company-three serving as

For the safety of the Union 
Is the safety of the States! 

After the long day of solemn speech making, merry¬ 
making began in earnest. A parade and naval review 
had both been scheduled for the final day, and the 
celebration field was terribly dusty from all the com¬ 
motion. Bourbon sours, in honor of the French allies, 
were a popular remedy. Peanuts, popcorn, and pump¬ 
kin pie were available for sale at roadside concessions, 
even though the 1881 peanut crop had been a disaster. 
One enterprising fellow hawked relics associated with 
George Washington and walking sticks supposed to 
have been made from timbers of the Merrimack. 

The sensation in the military encampment was a 
small group of cadets from Virginia Military Institute 
whose precision drill rivaled that* of the cadets from 


West Point. Two of the gaudiest corps were Virginia 
artillery companies: the Norfolk Blues, with their 
gray coats, scarlet trousers, and helmets with long 
red plumes, and the Richmond Howitzers, with hus¬ 
sar’s caps and white coats. At night six men-of-war 
in the York River were lit from mast to bowsprit with 
lamps of different colors, while the sky was illumined 
with fireworks displays. Exhibitions and concerts en¬ 
tertained the public, and the twenty-seven-year-old 
conductor of the United States Marine Band wrote 
the “Centennial March” for the occasion. Fifty years 
later John Philip Sousa again directed the march in 
Yorktown for the sesquicentennial. 

On the final day, 20 October, the military' units 
took about eighty minutes to pass'the presidential 
reviewing stand. The river was so crowded with pri¬ 
vate boats of all descriptions that there could be no 
formal naval review.

town, Mrs. Hoover broke a long-standing naval tra¬ 
dition by inviting the wife of Admiral William V. 
Pratt, chief of naval operations, to accompany the 
presidential party aboard the Arkansas. Until that 
time no officer’s wife had received official permission 
to sail aboard a battleship. On route to the sesquicen- 
tennial celebration, President Hoover landed at Fort 
Monroe and from the commandant’s office broadcast 
a national appeal for private funds to care for the 
needs of the nation’s 5.6 million unemployed. Later, in 
his presidential address at Yorktown, Hoover referred 
to the trials of World War I and attempted to give 
the American people hope in the difficult times of 
the depression. 

While temporary dislocations have come to us 
because of the World War, we must not forget 
that our forefathers met similar obstacles to pro¬ 
gress time and time again. And yet the Nation 
has swept forward to ever-increasing strength.... 
No American can review this vast pageant of pro¬ 
gress without confidence and faith, without 
courage, strength, and resolution for the future. 
Other speakers reflected the current preoccupations, 
too. The likely Democratic presidential candidate, 
Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, of New York, al¬ 
luded to the Japanese invasion of Manchuria: “The 
institutions of liberty and friendship among nations 
have often been challenged. They are challenged to¬ 
day. To these forces of despair, of discouragement, 
of chaos and of war, we can make no surrender.” 

Addresses by General John J. Pershing and Mar¬ 
shal Henri Petain on 17 October recalled not only 
the events at Yorktown but the 1917 arrival of the 
American Expeditionary Force in Europe. Petain 
retold the story of Pershing standing before the 
tomb of Lafayette and “pronouncing the words which 
are now part of history: ‘Lafayette, we are here!’” 
Petain declared that “America had magnificantly 
wiped out the debt of gratitude which had been 
contracted at Yorktown.” Praised in 1931 as 
“France’s most distinguished living soldier” and “the 
hero of Verdun,” Petain in less than a decade would 
betray his country to the Nazis. 

Unlike the centennial, the sesquicentennial had no 
single, great oration but rather dozens of speeches 
at the dedications of plaques at various historic sites 
in the area. Perhaps the most interesting of these oc¬ 
curred when a memorial testifying to Virginia’s affec¬ 
tion for England was erected on the wall of the York¬ 
town home of Thomas Nelson, Jr.,. governor of Vir-

ported a furor over an announcement that Cornwallis’s surrender might be omitted from the sesquicentennial 
pageantry “in deference to English guests.” At first, outraged opponents attributed the idea to Senator Claude A. 
Swanson, or to “pacifists” in the State Department (a charge made especially in Hearst newspapers). Both Wil¬ 
liam A. R. Goodwin, rector of Bruton Parish Church, and Congressman Schuyler Otis Bland, of Newport News, 
publicly supported the idea because they wanted “to emphasize a triumph of ideals rather than to glorify a war 
victory or someone’s surrender.” Others, who thought that “the British are our nearest kin and we should not 
wish to do anything which would offend them,” were easier targets for wags and editorial writers: ‘ Are we going 
to take back the Declaration of Independence?” a congressman demanded. “Cut out the child’s play, thund¬ 
ered the Richmond Times-Dispatch. Why not insist, asked one columnist, “that the United States fought the 
Revolutionary War in an attempt to remain a British colony, lost the war and regretfully had to become a na¬ 
tion in spite of itself”? “It’s monstrous!” said a British statesman quoted in the Washington Star, “ Washington 
was an Englishman. We English are proud of him.” “But you would have shot him, sir, if he had lost, said the 
interviewer. “That’s beside the point—” the statesman replied, “Washington didn’t lose.” 


ginia in October 1781. A direct descendant of General 
Cornwallis, the first of that name to visit the United 
States since the Revolution, gave an amiable talk at 
the dedication ceremony. 

Speeches and ceremonies were only part of the 
celebration, as elaborate pageants were held on 
three successive days to dramatize the significance 
of the battle of Yorktown. The pageantry of “Colon¬ 
ial Day,” 16 October, presented historical events 
from the founding of Jamestown through the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence. Next came “Revolutionary 
Day,” when actors dramatized the military events 
that led to Yorktown. On “Anniversary Day,” 19 
October, President Hoover and one hundred thousand 
people watched as a thousand students from the 


College of William and Mary and neighboring schools 
reenacted the British surrender. Other attractions 
included a jousting tournament, balls, and concerts at 
which centennial and sesquicentennial marches were 
among the selections played. Anchored in the York 
River, “Old Ironsides,” the U.S.S. Constitution, re¬ 
ceived 16,291 visitors. One hundred thousand people 
visited the other navy and Coast Guard ships in the 
river, and at night forty-three of the navy ships an¬ 
chored in the river played thtfir searchlights on the 
clouds above the redoubts and trenches at Yorktown. 
Exhibits by the army, the navy, and the National Park 
Service, as well as an agricultural exhibition of grow¬ 
ing tobacco, cotton, and peanuts, drew considerable 
interest from both foreign and American tourists. In

ber. And dozens of visitors fell victim to pickpockets, 
including Harry R. Houston, former Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, who “lost a pocketbook 
containing $20.. . [and] his private lodge cards.” 

After the events of 19 October were concluded, 
the president returned to Washington, and the Eu¬ 
ropean guests, like their counterparts in 1881, left 
for gala entertainments in cities all along the eastern 
seaboard. The tents came down, the cleanup began, 
and in days Yorktown returned to somnolence. York¬ 
town, the Richmond Times-Dispatch reported, “once 
again was assuming the appearance of a slightly 
worn alfalfa field” to await another reawakening in 
October 1981. 


an area devoted to a colonial fair, souvenirs and 
homemade novelties were sold amid the music of 
fiddles, guitars, and banjoes. Punch-and-Judy and 
magic shows and free oxcart rides entertained the 
youngsters. Horseshoe pitching was popular among 
adults, who gathered for formal matches with trophies 
for the winners. Representatives of the nearby 
Chickahominy, Mattaponi, and Pamunkey Indian 
reservations established an Indian village in which 
they demonstrated ceremonial dances and sold handi¬ 
crafts. Across the road from the colonial fair was a 
professional carnival and commercial midway run by 
private individuals and not officially connected with 
the sesquicentennial organizations. 

The sesquicentennial celebration was not without 
mishaps, including many minor traffic accidents. A 
six-foot army private “was blackjacked while guard¬ 
ing carnival tents late Sunday by irate soldiers, sailors, 
and marines who objected to the closing of the tents 
under the Virginia blue laws.” A twenty-six-year-old 
man was jailed for yelling at President Hoover and 
trying to reach his car. Senator Claude A. Swanson, 
of Virginia, chairman of the United States Sesquicen¬ 
tennial Commission, upset the assembled dignitaries 
when he collapsed from fatigue at the official lunch-

place was crowded with petty dealers calling themselves 
sutlers, whose trade across the lines received no pretense of 
supervision. Permits to take oysters from the private beds 
within our jurisdiction were sold to negroes for cash, of which 
there was no public or known accounting whatever. The 
thrifty Yankee serving as Post Quartermaster maintained 
400 negroes on his pay roll, for whom he drew wages at the 
rate of eight dollars per month each, to handle supplies for a 
force not hitherto exceeding 3000 men besides the idle contra¬ 
bands. With strength enough to raid to the gates of Richmond 
and compel heavy detachments from the enemy’s active armies 
to defend its back door, our troops were shut up in the two 
closed works of Fort Magruder and Yorktown, watched by 
a petty force, under a Captain, that they should, have eaten up 
in a week. 

Though nominally and legally placed under command of the 
creature who was responsible for all this, I sternly insisted on 
keeping my hard-worked Brigade clear of the mess; and 
taking post some miles in front of the place, allowed no 
interference, and permitted no person within its camp without 
my own pass, keeping my troops hard at work, picketing, 
patrolling and drilling. Finally, I made formal request through 
regular channels, for transfer with my Brigade to the Army 
of the Potomac, in place of which I was promptly ordered to 
assume command of the Military District, my predecessor 
being ordered to Washington, where he was soon lost sight of 
amid the crowd of politico-military patriots who sought to 
rearrange their disheveled plumage in that seat of Republican 
patriotism and purity. It was hard to know where to commence 
upon the Augean stables of the District of Eastern Virginia. 
As the whole mischief was not revealed at once, the first step 
was to clear out the fortified places and making then tenable 
by a minim um force, obtain use of a small movable column for 
aggressive purposes. For this purpose a large area of aban¬ 
doned fields, a few miles in the rear, was surveyed and laid 
out in two- and four-acre lots, with street and building lines; 
and all the able-bodied negroes set to work building log cabins 
of prescribed form and dimensions. To the government of 
this place, dubbed by the soldiers ‘Slabtown,’ was assigned a

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sergeant with a small force, under the supervision of an A. D. 

C. Oystering permits were sold by the Provost Marshal to 
these people; seeds and implements were obtained with the 
fund thus raised, and ‘Slabtown’ was soon in condition to 

contain all the refugees in the District. 

The local troops, who had originally belonged to the 4th 
Corps, were reorganized and employed, with a portion of the 
contrabands, in policing and clearing up the fort and town, 
and when not thus usefully employed, were kept constantly at 
drill. Details of infantry were instructed in the worldng of the 
heavy guns, and troops so disposed and instructed that in a 
few minutes after an alarm from Headquarters every man 
was in his place on the ramparts or in the reserve. The Post 
Quartermaster’s roll of 400 laborers was cut down to ten men, 
who, with details of troops on emergencies, were found amply 
sufficient for all purposes, notwithstanding the addition of 
my Brigade to the force supplied. Outlying posts were estab¬ 
lished, and an efficient system of infantry and cavalry patrols 
organized and constantly pushed farther towards the enemy’s 
post at Bottom’s Bridge, covering Richmond. The rogues 
who, under the name of sutlers, were driving a profitable trade 
across the lines in all sorts of articles contraband of war, 
were mostly sent out of the District,, and an efficient Provost 
Guard was organized under Captain Brooks, a competent 

officer of zeal, force and integrity. 

Though these and many other reformatory and military 
measures were necessarily carried on together, with some ap¬ 
parent, but no real confusion, in a very short time, our lines 
at "Williamsburg were not only defensible against a much 
superior force, but the enemy’s raiders were captured or driven 
out of the District, and either by occupation, patrols or ex¬ 
peditions in force, we held or substantially controlled the line 
of the Chickahominy from its mouth to Bottom’s Bridge, within 
eight miles of Richmond, and were able to take an active 
offensive on both banks of York River. 

Prior to, and in preparation for, General Dix’s march on 
Richmond to relieve the pressure at Gettysburg, I was ordered 
to capture and hold the fortified post at West Point, the junc-

the weather and roads should become settled, and in the 
meantime without remitting the constant drilling and instruc¬ 
tion of the troops, I applied myself to complete the various 
arrangements heretofore put in train for the orderly civil 
government of the District. Slabtown—if not exactly metro¬ 
politan—had become large and populous, and was clean, quiet, 
and to a considerable extent, self-supporting. It was well- 
policed by a small force of selected negroes, chosen by the 
Provost Marshal, and the most capable residents were from 
time to time placed on abandoned and unoccupied farming- 
lands outside the town. These were supplied with implements 
and seeds procured by aid of the ‘Provost fund,’ and also with 
such captured and inferior animals as were no longer capable 
of road work or useful for military purposes, under written 
agreements to deliver one-half their crops to the Government 
or its agents at the nearest place of shipment. 

The Provost fund consisting of the proceeds of licenses 
and taxation, collected by the Provost Marshal and accounted 
for monthly to Department Headquarters, now yielded several 
thousand dollars a month, largely derived from the sale of 
licenses for fishing, oystering, trading and so forth. The 
orderly condition of the place and the prosperity of much of 
its large negro population had attracted from the enterprising 
people of New England, numerous cranks or self-styled mis¬ 
sionaries of both sexes, who infested Slabtown in ever- 
increasing numbers, and as a rule, were by no means averse 
to extracting a pecuniary profit from their pious labors. 
Though some of these were unmitigated scamps, others no 
doubt really believed in the equality or superiority of the 
negro race, and that all that was necessary for the demon¬ 
stration of that new-found fact, was to teach the darkey to 
sing hymns and read the newspapers, while supported at 
public expense, i.e., by the white laborer and taxpayer. As 
the delusion at first seemed harmless, and at all events, was 
none of my business, the missionaries were received and sent 
as fast as they arrived, to live among their chosen clients of 
Slabtown, and little attention was given them, till one day an 
investigating A. D. C. reported that a certain missionary named

Sustained gales extended well 
inland over northern sections of 
Virginia. Maximum winds were 
58 mph at Washington D.C., 70 
niph at Norfolk. 82 mph at 
Cape Henry, and 88 mph at 
Norfolk Naval Air Station. 
Areas near the Chesapeake saw 
over 10 inches of rain (rainfall 
map below). Some areas 
measured eight inches of rain in

The estate of the Yorktown Country Club comprises two hundred 
and thirty acres of land at Yorktown, Virginia,—noted for its beautiful 
scenery as well as its glorious history. 

On this land are located the principal forts, ramparts and entrench¬ 
ments used during the siege and battle of Yorktown—which marked the 
final victory in the War for American Independence. 

On the most picturesque part of this land—on a high plateau over¬ 
looking the York River and Chesapeake Bay to the Atlantic Ocean— 
there is being established a great Country Club. 


Nature has made Yorktown a year-round outdoor playground. There 
probably is no other spot along the entire Atlantic seaboard that is better 
suited to such a purpose. In magnificence of landscape and in access¬ 
ibility of location, Yorktown is unsurpassed by any of the famous Eastern 
or Southern recreational resorts. 



As a climax to its natural advantages, Yorktown possesses a wealth 
of historic associations that is unequalled by any other country club in 
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America.

Historical Environment 


Yorktown is located in the very heart of historic Virginia. Around 
this quaint little village center some of the most momentous events con¬ 
nected with the settlement of our Continent and the founding of our 
Nation. 

Yorktown was patented in 1621, and was laid out in 1691—and 
therefore is one of the oldest towns in the United States. Some of the 
earliest Colonial buildings are still standing, and are in excellent state of 
preservation. 

Nearby is Jamestown, where the first English settlement on the 
western hemisphere was made in 1607. A few miles up the river is the 
ancient Indian village of the Powhattan, where Pocahontas saved the 
life of Captain John Smith in 1608. Close at hand is Williamsburg, 
the site of William and Mary College, founded in 1693. 

Down the river are Old Point Comfort and Fortress Monroe, which 
in 1861 witnessed the beginning of the war between the Northern and 
Southern states. Just beyond is Hampton, with its famous educational 
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erected in 1700

institution. Off shore lie Hampton Roads, the permanent anchorage of 
the Atlantic battleship fleet. On opposite sides of the river are Norfolk 
and Newport News, with their many historic landmarks and traditions. 

To the northwest is Richmond, the former capital of the Confed¬ 
erate States, the present capital of Virginia. Within short distances are 
Fredericksburg and Petersburg, Charlottesville and Staunton—all of 
which witnessed important battles during the War between the States. 

Yorktown has been closely identified with the four great wars in 
American history. In the Revolutionary War, it witnessed the surrendei 
of Cornwallis in 1781. In the War of 1812, it was partially destroyed 
by the British troops. In the Civil War, it was a keypoint in the 
Peninsular campaign of 1862. In the World War, it was the naval base 
for the combined American battleship fleet in 1918. 



Whichever way you turn—in Yorktown and all about—you tread 
on historic ground. Within a short radius of this renowned spot there 
occurred more signficant events connected with the life of our Nation 
than can perhaps be found anywhere else in the United States,

A World Event 

At Yorktown, in 1781, there was fought one of the most decisive 
battles in the history of the World. 

Its influence on world-affairs was as potent as the battle of Marathon 
or Arminius or Tours or Hastings or Waterloo. 

After five years of desperate struggle between England and her 
American colonies, the British army under Lord Cornwallis finally sur¬ 
rendered at Yorktown to the Allied American and French armies under 
General Washington. 

This overwhelming victory was the deciding military event of the 
Revolutionary War. It secured the independence of the American 
Colonies. It assured the establishment of the United States. It marked, 
in fact, the birth of a new Nation—which has since become the greatest ^5* 
nation in the World.

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Over one hundred and forty years have elapsed since the Battle of 
Yorktown. 


During all this time, the famous battlefield has remained practically 
in the same condition as on that memorable day, October 19th, 1781, 
when the defeated British troops evacuated their forts, surrendered 
their arms, and marched through files of American and French troops, 
solemnly standing in line to receive the entire enemy army as prisoners 
of war. 



The bristling ramparts and deep moats and sinuous trenches, con¬ 
structed by the opposing armies during weeks of siege, are today practi¬ 
cally as they were in 1781, except that they were used and strengthened 
by both the Confederate and Union troops during the campaign of 1862.

this moat, the gallant Marquis de Lafayette lead his troops to attack. 
These ramparts were captured by Count de Rochambeau’s veterans. 
That redoubt was brilliantly carried by the handful of men under Colonel 
Alexander Hamilton, who here received his baptism of fire. Those 
. ' trenches were won and'lost and won again by the militia under the dash¬ 

ing General Anthony Wayne.

Every foot of ground has its own story of heroic struggle and 
glorious achievement. And most of the landmarks are today exactly 
as they were then—except that Nature has meanwhile sought to heal the 
wounds of War, by carpeting all ramparts and trenches with honeysuckle 
vines. The former fortifications are now bedecked with fragrant flowers.

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Origin of York town Country Club 


Because of its many important historical connections, Yorktovvn has 
a transcendant interest for all patriotic Americans. 

Recognizing this fact, a group of public-spirited citizens some time 
ago determined to perpetuate and commemorate this sacred site, and 
make it a national patriotic shrine. The Yorktown Historical Society 
was formed for this purpose in 1909. The Daughters of the American 
Revolution and the Society for the Preservation of Virginia Antiquities 
have also aided in this noble work. 


Various financial plans were considered, some of which involved the 
solicitation of funds from the public. Although an appeal for a patriotic 
cause always obtains ready response from our generous people, yet it was 



desired to give in return something of concrete and permanent value. 

As the land containing the principal ramparts and entrenchments of 
the Yorktown battlefield had always been privately held, it was decided

to acquire this land and incorporate it into a great Country Club; and 
to extend the privilege of membership primarily to descendants of 
Patriots of the Revolutionary War. This plan would provide the funds 
required to restore and perpetuate the historic battlefield, and at the 
same time would give to the patriotic contributors a membership in one 
of the finest country clubs in America. 

To inaugurate the movement, and place it on a firm financial basis, 
the organization committee of the Club subscribed Four hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. 

In the great work of restoring and perpetuating the Yorktown battle¬ 
field, the Country Club will have the support and collaboration of various 
patriotic societies. Furthermore, the State and National governments 
are earnestly interested in this movement; and a bill is now pending in 
Congress to incorporate part of this historic place into a National Park. 

In 1881, on the hundredth anniversary of the Battle of Yorktown, 
the National Government erected a magnificent monument, commem-

orating that great event. This monument, which cost one hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars, is situated in a park immediately adjoining the Country 
Club. 

In 1917, the Government purchased about twelve thousand acres of 
land, close to the Country Club, which is reserved as a Naval Base. The 
Government also built a splendid concrete road to Yorktown from Wil¬ 
liamsburg, Newport News and Old Point Comfort. These improve¬ 
ments cost several million dollars. 


The Heights at Yorktown 

Yorktown is situated on a broad plateau — which terminates in a 
sheer bluff, about seventy feet high, at the York River. 

The mighty York at this point is really an inland sea about three 
miles wide. It merges a short distance below into Chesapeake Bay; and 
just beyond is the Atlantic Ocean.

Across the river to the north and beyond the plateau to the south, 
rise the green hills of Virginia—famed in song and story for their sup¬ 
erlative beauty and restful charm. 

From the Heights at Yorktown the enchanted eye sweeps over roll¬ 
ing hills and dense forests; across velvet lawns and fertile fields; through 
flowered ravines and pleasant valleys; down the expansive river flowing 
seaward; and toward the great monument which commemorates the Birth 
of a Nation. 

In this magic spot there is a boon of picturesque lands and refreshing 
waters; of cultured environment and immortal traditions. It is the natu¬ 
ral home of health and vigor, of rest and recreation, of peace and har¬ 
mony. 

Nature has marked this incomparable place for outdoor sport. Upon 
the shaded slopes and grassy fairways of the Country Club, the descen¬ 
dants of our Revolutionary patriots can foregather on the very ground 
made sacred by the heroic deeds of their ancestors.

Upon the most prominent part of the plateau at a point that com¬ 
mands the fullest sweep of land and water—the site was selected for the 
great Manor House. 

Following the Colonial style of Old Virginia, the Manor will consist 
of several detached buildings, connected by enclosed verandas. The 
separate structures will be models of grace and charm, of comfort and 
convenience, of elegance and dignity. 



The noted Colonial architect, Mr. Richard H. Dana, Jr., has skill¬ 
fully incorporated the spirit of Revolutionary Days in his plans for this 
splendid Manor. Every line of the projected buildings recalls the arch¬ 
itecture of Colonial times, and every room breathes the atmosphere of 
Virginia hospitality.

The main building will crown the rim of a huge natural amphitheatre 
which indents the steep bluff at this point. The sides of this amphithe¬ 
atre will be terraced, down to the beach seventy feet below; and will be 
planted with ornamental shrubs and flowers. Extending outward to the 
very edge of the bluff will be a broad piazza, which presents a far-flung 
panorama of hills and dales, of river and bay, to the distant sea. 


The supplementary buildings will be erected at right angles to the 
main structure, in the Southern manner. They will surround a large in¬ 
terior courtyard, which will contain formal Italian gardens, planted with 
native trees, shrubs and flowers. 

In keeping with Colonial precedent, all buildings will be constructed 
of red brick with sandstone trim. They will be fire-proof throughout; 
and will contain the most modern equipment and facilities. The capacity 
of the completed Manor will be three hundred rooms. The interior fur¬ 
nishings and decorations will faithfully follow Colonial designs, and 
every object will revive memories of the Patriotic Period of 1776. 


The Manor House will contain the “Revolutionary Room” in which 
will be displayed books, documents, pictures and relics relating to historic 
Yorktown. The Casino will contain a large assembly hall for receptions 
and conventions. It will provide ample floor-space for dancing, fetes, 
and entertainments. The adjoining building will contain large and small 
dining rooms, and will have broad open verandas for outdoor teas and 
dinners. Another building will contain a large salt-water swimming pool, 
turkish baths, locker rooms and other accessories to the golf course. The 
various buildings will provide every comfort and convenience for rest 
and recuperation; every device and facility for pleasure and recreation. 
It is aimed to have the most complete country club in America. 

This splendid Virginia Manor will offer delightful accommodations, 
with home-like atmosphere and southern hospitality, to the American 
public whose patriotic interest in our national history brings them to 
Yorktown.

Nature has been so bountiful at Yorktown that very little Art was 
required to make the golf links surpassingly attractive and interesting. 
In the development of this unique Country Club, all the natural advan¬ 
tages of hills and forests, of valleys and plains, of river and lake, have 
been scrupulously retained and adroitly enhanced. 1 he famed Virginia 
landscape is here at its best. The undulating contour of the land with 
its knolls and woods and ravines—provides an endless variety of intri¬ 
guing and sporty hazards. These have been supplemented by cunningly 
placed traps and bunkers; and have been embellished with wide fairways, 
elevated tees, and greens of velvety firmness. 



Two splendid 18-hole courses have been laid out by the noted golf- 
architect, Mr. William S. Flynn—who pronounces the Yorktown terrain 
as ideal for golf. Experts say these courses should be rated among the 
best in the country, and that Yorktown should become a much-sought and 
justly famous golfing center. The Riverview course (opened for play 
July 4) skirts the high bluff along the York River; and presents a thrilling

vista of the Chesapeake Bay, out to the Atlantic Ocean. The Lakeview 
course (to be completed later) borders a large inland lake that winds 
through deep ravines, and gives majestic views of the forest primeval. It 
is doubtful if any other golf course in America possesses such a striking 
variety of natural attractions. Nature reached its apotheosis at ^ orktown. 


This much is certain: No other country club in the world possesses 
the historic setting of Yorktown. Every acre of ground in the entire 
Club domain has its own historic traditions. These are being reverently 
preserved and suitably perpetuated. Along the golf course and upon the 
grounds surrounding the Club House there will be erected commemora¬ 
tive tablets, reciting the particular event which transpired on that specific 
spot. These will add interest and inspiration to the game. Golf at 
Yorktown is more than a splendid physical recreation; it is also a sublime 
historical education. Nowhere in the world is there another golf course 
with such intense human associations.

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Hunting and Shooting 


Virginia is the native habitat of the red and gray fox which are num¬ 
erous in this section of the State. Every autumn and winter the gentry 
of Virginia hold frequent hunt-meets; and with spirited horses and baying 
hounds, they ardently pursue this most exciting of outdoor sports—fox 
hunting. In addition to its own estate, the Club is acquiring hunting and 
shooting privileges over closeby lands. Beyond these lands there extend 
two large Government reservations, comprising about twelve thousand 
acres. The Club will maintain a stable of saddle-horses, for hunting and 
riding. There are many miles of woodland bridlepaths in the vicinity— 
which pass landmarks replete with historic legends. 


The Club is negotiating for a large tract of land near Yorktown, 
which is to be converted into a fishing and shooting preserve. Part of 



this tract consists of marshlands, overgrown with wild rice and wild 
celery, that provide annual feeding grounds for vast numbers of wild 
duck. Part of the tract consists of elevated forest and farm lands, with 
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large areas of corn and wheat, that afford cover for partridges, quail, 
pheasants, wild turkey, rabbits, squirrels, raccoons and other game. This 
large shooting preserve provides a veritable paradise to the sportsman 
with rod and gun. 


Fishing—Sailing—Swimming 

The York River and Chesapeake Bay abound in a great variety of 
food and game sea-fish. These waters are noted for the abundance of 
the catch and the excitement of the sport. In nearby lakes and streams 
there is also excellent fresh-water fishing. The famous York River 
oysters, clams and soft-shell crabs are found in profusion in the waters 
adjacent to the Club property. 


The York River is from one to three miles wide, and offers a straight¬ 


away tide-level course for a distance of over thirty miles. It is an ideal 
expanse of sheltered water for yachting, sailing and motor-boating. The 
large Club pier, which projects into water thirty feet deep, provides 


dockage for the largest ocean-going yachts. 
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A wide, sloping sandy beach affords exceptional opportunity and con¬ 
venience for salt-water bathing. The Club property extends for about 
a mile along the beach. 

The Yorktown Country Club will be abundantly equipped for those 
who enjoy forms of outdoor sport other than golf. Tennis-devotees will 
find well-constructed, well-kept courts, both clay and turf. Outdoor 
squash and hand-ball courts will be available for those who crave strenu¬ 
ous exercise. There will be facilities for clock-golf, archery, roque, rid¬ 
ing, driving, hiking, canoeing—and every other accepted form of out¬ 
door diversion. 

A spacious indoor swimming-pool will contain salt-water pumped 
from the York River, and will be available both summer and winter. 


Easy Accessibility 
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Yorktown is connected with Newport News, Fortress Monroe and 
Old Point Comfort by a splendid concrete road, built by the Govern- 
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ment; and a similar road is now nearly completed to Richmond. The 
nearby L.ee Hall station, on the main line of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railroad, gives rail connections to all parts of the country. 


Norfolk is reached by ferry across Hampton Roads. Washington is 
connected by the Tidewater Trail, which passes through the most pic¬ 
turesque and historic parts of Virginia. Washington can also be reached 
by rail via Richmond, or by boat up the Potomac River. Baltimore 
is reached by the famous- Chesapeake Bay Line boats in an over-night 
trip. Philadelphia or New York can also be reached over-night by rail 
or by boat. The old Dominion Line steamers from New York afford a 



most enjoyable over-night ocean trip to Norfolk and Old Point Com¬ 
fort, with rail connections to Yorktown. 

Thus Yorktown is readily accessible to all points north, east, south 
and west; and a person may have dinner in New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Washington or various Southern cities—and be in Yorktown 
in time for golf the next morning.

JSijprpafi: The victory at Yorktown in 1781 marked the culmina¬ 
tion of the War for American Independence and insured the establish¬ 
ment of the United States; and 

WHEREAS: The fortifications used by the American, French and 
British armies during the siege of Yorktown, and particularly the ground 
where Lord Cornwallis surrendered to General Washington, are of sur¬ 
passing historic interest to all patriotic Americans; and 

WHEREAS: These historic landmarks should be reverently pre¬ 
served and suitably perpetuated,—to commemorate the heroic deeds of 
the founders of our Country and to inspire all future generations of our 
Citizens; and 

WHEREAS: These historic landmarks are situated upon lands 
owned or controlled by the Yorktown Country Club; and 

W r HEREAS: The Yorktown Country Club is desirous of conserv¬ 
ing these historic places for posterity; now therefore, 

BE If RESOLVED, that the Yorktown Country Club hereby sol¬ 
emnly agrees to preserve in perpetuity these historic landmarks in their 
present condition, without effacement or alteration; and hereby solemnly 
consents that a Committee representing the people of the United States 
shall have the power of veto on any disposition of these historic land¬ 
marks not in keeping with the intent and purpose of the Resolution as 
aforesaid; and further consents that no monuments, tablets, or other 
commemorative markings shall be placed or installed on or about these 
historic places without the approval of said public Committee; and 

IT IS FURTHER RESOLVED, That this Committee, consisting 
of officials of the United States Government and of National Patriotic 
Societies, be petitioned to accept this trust in behalf of the people of the 
United States, carrying the right to veto any act of the Board of Gov¬ 
ernors of the Yorktown Country Club at any time in the future that is 
inconsistent with the solemn purpose as hereinbefore set forth, to per¬ 
petuate these historic places and to preserve this hallowed ground as a 
sacred heritage of the entire Nation.

Other New Sites Considered; 
Chatelain Says Check on 
Money Spent Now in 
Progress 


WASHINGTON. July 6.— (JFh -‘The , 
National Park Service was reported 
today as negotiating for the purchase j 
of the Yorktown, Va., hotel property 
for inclusion In Colonial National 
Historical park. 

Pending actual authorization of the 
federal expenditure, figures involved 
in the purchase were not made pub¬ 
lic. but it was learned negotiations 
were nearing final stages. 

The transaction, between the park 
service and the Yorktown Hotel cor¬ 
poration, headed by C. E. Braun, 
Philadelphia, would involve 400 acres 
of land described by park service of¬ 
ficials as a vital part of the York¬ 
town battle area now being preserved 
in the park, embracing Yorktown, 
Williamsburg and Jamestown, as well 
as the abandoned hotel framework. 

Negotiations for the hotel site pur- 
chasce were revealed in a check of 
park service activities in the Penin¬ 
sula park area following adjournment 
of congress which passed the Monta¬ 
gue bill changing the name of the 
area from Colonial National Monu¬ 
ment, and authorizing acquisition of 
Carter’s Grove, Greenspriag and 
Rosewell as additions to the area, but 
making no direct appropriation. 

V. E. Chatelain, head of the park 
service historic sites division, said ac¬ 
quisition of these sites was under con¬ 
sideration, but until they are acquired 
the federal government will have no 
jurisdiction over them. He said ac¬ 
tion may be delayed by legal and 
monetary circumstances. 

It was explained the original Co¬ 
lonial National Monument bill of 1931 
provided that no more than $2,000,- 
000 could be spent in acquiring land 
for the project, and that an inventory 
now was being taken of expenditures 
thus far charged to the park.

In compliance with Acting Director Dsmaray*c letter of 
January 20, 1954, steps vrera taken to begin an appraieal of 
the holdings of The Yorktown Hotel Corporation at Yorktown, 

Virginia. Considerable difficulty was encountered in getting 
this project under way because of our inability to secure an 
appraiser to represent the National Park Service. You will 
recall that we were finally able to secure tfa» services of 
Mr. j. C. Curtis of Warwick County. He and f*. W. JS. Hogg, 
of Ycrktown, Virginifc, the representative of The York-torn 
Hotel Corporation, have been working for the past five months 
on this appraisal and have finally bu omitted their findings. 

Herewith, I asi sending you the original, and one copy of 
the appraisers* report. You will note that they have reported 
an appraisal ft $7R9,898.50. While this office would be greatly 
overjoyed to have the property of The Yorktown Hotel Corporation 
purchased and added to our holdings,, it feels that the appraisal 
figure, ?fc submitted herewith, is entirely too high. I shall 
await further advice from your offioe as to the statis of this 
matter. *S V 

You will recall that The Hotel Corporation agreed to pay any 
expenses involved in this appraisal. Earlier in the year, a check 
for $)L00 sas forwarded to this office, to be paid Mr. J. B. Woodward, 
who later declined to serve a® an appraiser. 3ince Mr. Curtis has 
worked very hard in this matter and incurred considerable expense, 
it would be appreciated if you cpuld secure a check for *100 in 
favor of Mr. J. 8. Curtis to oaapensate him for his services in 
this matter. I was very much impressed by the manner in which 
Mr. Curtis Approached the problem. He had considerable difficulty 
in having the Hotel Corporation representative arrive at a lower^ 
figure. The original estimate of the Hotel Corporation representa¬ 
tive was over $1,500,000. You can readily see that Mr. Curtis 
worked pretty hard to arrive at what might be termed a compromise

Dear Mr. Flickinger: 

This office has received your letter of July 15, with the three pho - 
graphs of the billboard announcing sale of lots on the Yorktown Hotel 
Corporation’s property. I agree with you that it would be unfortunate 
to have this piece of property divided into lots. Such division may make 
the eventual acquisition of the property much more difficult than at pre: 
The problems before us are two, first, to ascertain what a. reasonable pr: 
for this property would be, and, secondly, where to get the money to buy 
the property en bloc, once a reasonable price has been established. 

I had an extended talk on this matter with Secretary Ickes last wee! 
and also yesterday with former Congressman Thatcher, who is the attorney 
here in town for the Yorktown Hotel Corporation. It was through Mr. 
Thatcher’s interest and suggestion that the appraisal by J. G. Curtis ant 
1 ". E. Hogg was made last November. I am attaching a copy of that apprai: 
for your information since you may not have it in jover files. That ap¬ 
praisal was for £729,398.50. Then they brought it to me, I pointed out <• 
once that they could not expect us to pay for the old hotel structure 
and material that was involved, and that was eliminated. I assumed that 
the '"'525,316.70 for land and £100,000.00 for golf course all coverdd lane 
Mr. Thatcher yesterday told roe that he thought the golf course £100,000 i 
for improvements. I told him that we had no use for the golf course sin< 
we woTild want to restore the area to its natural condition, and if that ; 
covered improvements it was another thing that would have to come out. 

I also told him that the price of £689,293.50 for 236.59 acres, a price < 
£2,923 per acre, was considered by the Secretary and myself entirely out 
line with acreage prices at Yorktown. In talking with Mr. Bader about t) 
last Friday, just before your letter was received, he said that he belies 
if properly handled this property could be bought for £350, nn 0. 

Mr. Bader is going to be pretty well occupied with cleaning up his 
Colonial National Monument, land acquisitions, on which Mr. Moskey, he anc 
held a conference last week. I wish, however, you would make it a point 
to tell him to go into the matter of the acquisition of this Yorktown ho* 
property very carefully, checking over the methods whereby the appraiser.' 
reached their valuation, and give me a report on what he considers a. pro] 
buying price. In other words, have him get every bit of information tnad 
he can in order to present to me what he considers an absolutely fa.ir anc 
reasonable valuation of the property not only on the basis of its locatic 


but its relation to purchases ms.de elsewhere in the vicinity.

This office has received your letter of July 15» with the three photo¬ 
graphs of the billboard announcing sale of lots on the Xorktown Hotel 
Corporation* a property, X agree with you that it would bo unfortunate 
to hare this piece of property divided into lots, Such division may make 
the eventual acquisition of the property much aore difficult than at present. 
The problems before us are two, first, to ascertain what a reasonable price 
for this property world be, and, secondly, where to get the money to buy 
the property on bloc, once a reasonable price has been established, 

X had an extended talk on this setter with Secretary Xckes last week, 
and also yesterday with former Congressman Thatcher, who is the attorney 
hero in town for the lorkiown Hotel Corporation. It was through Mr, 

Thatcher's Interest and suggestion that the appraisal by J, G, Curtis And 
V, E. Hogg was mads last November. X am attaching a copy of that appraisal 
for your information since you may not have it in your files. That ap¬ 
praisal was for 1789,898.50, Hhen they brought it to me, X pointed out at 
ones that they could not expect us to pay for the old hotel structure 
and material that was involved, and that was eliminated, X assumed that - 
the 1585,316.70 for land and $100,000,00 for golf course all covered lend but 
Hr, Thatcher yesterday told mo feat he thought the golf course $100,000 was 
for improvements. X told him that we had no use for the golf course since 
we would want to restore the area to its natural condition, and if that figure 
covered improvements it was another thing that would have to come out, 

I also told him that the price of $689,898,50 for 238,59 acres, a price of 
$2,923 per acre, was considered by the Secretary and myself entirely out of 
line with acreage prices at Xorktown. In talking with Mr, Rader about this 
laot Friday, just before your letter was received, he said that he believed r 
if properly handled this property could be bought for $350,000, 

Mr. Rader is going to be pretty well occupied with cleaning up his 
Colonial Rational Monument lend acquisitions, on which Mr. Moskey, he and X 
held a conference last week, X wish, however, you would make it a point 
to tell him to go into the matter of the acquisition of this Xorktown hotel 
property very carefully, checking over the methods whereby the appraisers 
readied their valuation, and give me a report on what he considers a proper 
buying prloe. In other words, have him get every bit of information that 
he can in order to present to me what he considers an absolutely fair and

One thing in the conference that I want to mention to you is that 
they expect to get the Yorktown hotel property in its entirety for aboi 
from $14-0,000 to $150,000. In fact, when they suggested that figure 
to the owners sometime ago, I understand they were not turned down.

Old Building to Be Razed, Area 
Restored to Round Out Na¬ 
tion Historical Park; Golf 
Course Included 

The site of Yorktown’s unfinished 
hotel was acquired yesterday by the 
United States government to be add¬ 
ed to the Colonial National Historical 
park and to round out that area 
which is being restored. The tract 
Includes 218 acres on which are lo¬ 
cated the steel and concrete skeleton 
of the proposed hotel and a golf 
course. 

Purchased from the Yorktown Hotel 
corporation, the sale price was given 
at $187,500. 

Authorities of the National Park 
service at Washington said they pro¬ 
posed to raze the hotel skeleton, 
though disposition of the golf course 
had not yet been determined. It was 
regarded as a possibility that this 
might be retained,- 
Negotiations have been going on 
for some time looking to purchase of 
the hotel site to round out the gov¬ 
ernment reservation at Yorktown. The 
building was started on the historic 
bluffs overlooking the river a decade 
or more ago and was to have been a 
resort hotel, with the golf course fea¬ 
tured. Plans were changed several 
times by the promoting corporation, 
which is headed by John F. Braun of 
Philadelphia. 

Park service officials said that rec¬ 
ommendation had been made for 
construction of administration quar¬ 
ters on a part of the site but the sug- 
*:“ u ° n has not as yet had formal 

consideration. 


Superintendent B. Floyd Flickinger 
of the Colonial National Historical 
park, said yesterday work would pro¬ 
ceed immediately on the demolition 
of the hotel building and reconstruc¬ 
tion of the earthworks which orig¬ 
inally traversed the site. Much of the 
second parallel of the attacking 
forces lay within the hotel tract, he 
said, as well as part of the first paral¬ 
lel. The location of these parallels is 
determined by cross-section trenches 
and then excavation to the original 
lines. 

Following the Battle of Yorktown 
the trenches in that vicinity were 
leveled to prevent their use by other 
troops which might advance to the 
area and restoration involves digging 
them over again. The trenches or 
earthworks would add materially to 
the outdoor display at the park,, Mr. 
Flickinger said, in conveying to the 
visitor an idea of the Battle of York¬ 
town and. the lines of the contending 
forces. Much, of the territory in 
which the ■ trenches ran is covered by 
underbrush which will be cleared 
away td reveal the old earthworks. It 
is planned to restore some of the bat¬ 
teries also. When completed the pro¬ 
ject Is expected to be one of the fin¬ 
est military displays in the country'. 

The purchase of the tract an¬ 
nounced yesterday is regarded as one 
of the major acquisitions of the park, 
along with the property recently ac¬ 
quired from the city of Newport News 
and a portion of the city’s watershed, 
With the addition of the hotel site the 
Colonial National Historical park em¬ 
braces about 4,000 acres of the au¬ 
thorized 4,500.

Messrs. Ashe and O'Hara, representing the Jamestown Corporation 
made the proposition that they would negotiate the purchase of this 
property and turn it over to the United States at co3t plus expenses, 
plus a flat fee of *10,000. Mr. Cannierer said he could not make such 
an agreement, but that he wae perfectly willing for them to continue 
their negotiations, since the Government had no funds now available 
for this purchase.

Receipt is acknowledged of Acting Director Dejaarcy’s letter of 
January 20th, relative to the recent negotiations with the Torktown 
Hotel Corporation through I r. M. II. Thatcher. 

I talked with Dr. Goodwin last Monday night about the proposal, 
and he fait that it was a very reasonable ono. However, he had no 
one to suggest as our representative in this natter. 

On Tuesday, January 23rd, I was in Newport News and called on 
Dr. Allan Jones relative to another matter. In the course of the 
conversation be told me that the^kitel Corporation had written to 
bin asking him if he would act ^sssS^'reoresentntive. I'r. Jones 
declined, saying that, since he was a Federal employee, he thought 
it best not to serve as an appraiser. However, because of f r. Jones* 
interest in the Monument and the fact that he is a Federal agent, he 
said that he would be glad to serve as our representative if we called 
upon him. 

On .aturday afternoon, January 27th, I talked at great length on 
this matter with Reverend A. J. Renforth, and he thought that the idea 
'»as an excellent one. However, when we discussed various individuals 
aa possible representatives, we found that the selection of such a 
person was not an easy matter. As to i’r. Homer Ferguson of Newport 
News, I know from several of his friends that he is entirely too busy 
at this time even to consider the matter. After going over several 
poseible persons, Reverend Renforth felt that Mr. T. B. ’oodwerd, Jr., 
Assistant General Manager, who is next to ’ r. Ferguson in handling the 
Jiipyard, would be the best man we could get in this section of Virginia. 
:~ever?.nd Renforth has had considerable first hand contact with Mr. 
oodward, and he tells me that he is a man of very sound judgment 
with a good background of experience for the appraisal work that we 
contemplate. The next recommendation made by Mr. Renforth was i'r. 

Harry II, Holt, of Hampton, Clerk of the Elizabeth City County Court, 
who is thoroughly familiar with real estate value in this general area. 
However, 1 learned today that Mr. Holt is seriously ill.

Personally, I am very much in favor of Mr. Thatcher’s suggestion, 
as I feel that we should, in all our future land purchases at Yorlctown, 
negotiate with the holders end arrive at a satisfactory and agreeable 
price. 

Incidentally, in this connection, Mr. J. M. Dozier, Jr. informed me 
yesterday that, the Newport Engineering and Contracting Company, which is 
controlled by the Doziers, and which holds a large portion of the sur¬ 
render Field area, is interested in negotiating with us to determine a 
price for ell of their holdings. Mr. Dozier’s attitude was in lino 
with the proposal to negotiate with the Hotel Corporation. I think 
that we could secure all of the Dozier holdings at a very reasonable 
price at this time.

Bear Mr. Braun: 

Your letter of February 6 t has been received end we note that 
you have initiated steps to find someone who will be sufficiently 
patriotic to purchase the Yorktown property end turn it over to the 
Government. 

In the event this plan la successful the procedure in trans¬ 
ferring tlie property to the Government will be comparatively simple 
as it would involve only the tender of deed of conveyance accompanied 
by satisfactory proof of title in the form of an abstract or title 
insurance policy. 

The principal arrangements of this procedure would hev© to be 
made between the donor and the Yorktown Hotel Company. This, of 
course, could be covered by a contract of purchase and sale to be 
entered into between the donor and the Hotel Company under which 
the Hotel Company agrees to convey the property to the Government, 
and upon tender of satisfactory papers for this purpose, the donor 
would agree to make payment to the Company. It would bo oatiafactory, 
of course, for the Hotel Company to agree in such contract of purchase 
and 3 Sle to transfer the property, reserving the improvements. 

In theevent th© Government should acquire this property under 
the above plan, thia -orvice would be ts&roesble to authorising the 
Hotel Company to complete the hotel and to operate the golf course 
as public facilities and would be willing to rocouriend to the Depart¬ 
ment that an appropriate lease agreement for this purpose as hereto¬ 
fore outlined in our letter to you of Febru ry 3, 1931, be granted.

Dear Mr. Director; 

I understand that the National Park Service 
is asking for an appropriation of $ 625,000.00 for the pur¬ 
chase of lands in Colonial National Monument ior t 

fiscal year,and that a hearing beiore the Bureau of the Budget 
is soon to be h&ld on this matter. 

My understandings that, if this appropriation 
is allowed.it is proposed to use the funds for the purchase of 
the Yorktown Hotel Corporation property,consisting of aoout 
208 acres and improvements,an option to purchase which is now 
held by i>« Government at about I 625,000.00.1 do not think it 
wise to represent to the Budget Bureau that the funds will oe 
used for the purchase of this property,at the price named in 
the option.That price is entirely to high.and,if paid,would 
establish a new,and higher level of land values within the 
Monument,which would destroy the effect of the foundation lai 
by past purchases in the area. 

If the appropriation goes through,I recommend 
that it be used as follows: 


1. Purchase of about 1700 acres,owned by the City of Newport 
Sews,which,I believe,can be done at 175.00 pe^acre.or less. 

2. Purchase, or condemnation,of various small parcels of land, 
oiraed by colored people.which would tend to consolidate tne 
present ownership of the Government within the area. 

It is highly important that no move be made 
on the part of the Government,which would tend to raise the 
present level of land prices in the area.

This purchase price wes $37,5226.22 end embraced ell 
of Block L, of surrender Field) Hoderfield Park and vayne Park, comprising 
about 14.5 acres. 

2. The answer to this question is that this well is on property for 
which the United States has a deed. 

3. I cannot answer this question es I had nothing to do with the taking 
of the option referred to. My guess would be, howaver, that the price was 
too high. 

4 . I have searched the York County records whieh reveal the following:
